-He made slow progress at 
first, for he was continuously ° intér- 
rupted by. laughter and. applause. 

The Governor told how in 1920 Colonel 
Roosevelt had introduced in the Assem- 
bly the bill to provide a commission -to 
determine a-living-wage for women and 
children in industry. . He said the peopie 
all hailed Roosevelt as a champion, but 
the bill never was réported from the La- 
bor’ and Industry Committee, of whicn 
its sponsor was a member. He said Mr. 
Roosevelt did not, have. force or. power 
enough to even have. it debated.

ALBANY, Oct.14.—About 160,000 vet- 
erans of the’ World War have failed to 
apply for the State bonus, it became 
known at the office, of the Bonus. Com- 
mission today. It is estimated that there 
are about 500,000 mer and women ‘who 
are entitled to it, but thus far only 
about 340,000 have applied. Applications 
are’ being- received at the rate of about 
3,000-a day; and about 500 a day are 
being paid. 

-“"T do. not believe there will be so many 
veterans who will turn down the bonus,”’ 
said Captain Prank S. Harris, director 
of the ‘bureau, today. ‘They have until 
July 1 to: file their applications and I 
believe that many are holding off until 
the first_rush is over..

He. was by Per- 
simmon out of Lady Lightfoot, and was 
foaled in 1908. In four English seasons 
he won $181,000.

Th sudden collapse of ‘the anti- 
Peking forces around Shanghai after 
Bn apparent stalemat¢ of several weeks 
recalls the circumstances of General 
Wu Psr-ru’s victory over his great 
rival, CHaNna Tso-.In, in the Spring of 
1922, That tug-of-war was not so pro- 
longed as the present battle, but after 
a. week’s seemingly indecisive fighting 
south of Peking the Manchurian war 
lord’s line crumbled and CHanc barely 
succeeded in scurrying back to Mik- 
den, just slamming the door in the 
Great Wall behind him. In General 
Wu the Chinese people have seemingly 
developed a military commander of ex- 
ceptional talents, and at the present 
moment they appear to be exerted in 
behalf of the unification of the coun- 
try, to be followed; it is hoped, by an 
end to the rule of military chieftains, 
big and little. The Tuchun system, 
practicing a. semi-legalized form of 
banditry as against the people and def- 
alcation as against the Central Gov- 
ernment, has long been recognized as 
the. most formidable obstacle -to prog- 
ress in China. ;

R-34 AND ZR-3. 

From the: beginning of her voyage 
ZR-3 has. proved her superiority to 
R-34, the British airship which 
crossed the Atlantic in July, 1919. 
But \that was to be expected, the 
power of the engines of ZR-3 being 
so much greater. Engine trouble was 
of common occurrence on R-34. . On 
her return voyage two engines failed 
her in mid-ocean and a third stopped 
before she. reached Scotland. The 
British airship was a Httle more than 
108 hours in arriving at Mineola from 
East Fortune. Her course as planned 
was 3,200 miles, but adverse winds 
carried her many miles out of it. On 
her return ome she made, while run< 
ning before west and southwest winds, 
so much faster time that she got to 
her base in about three days, as com- 
pared with four days and twelve hours 
on the voyage out. 

The maximum speed of R-34 was 
seventy miles an hour. On approach- 
ing the Azores ZR-3 made ninety 
miles an hour, but she also felt the 
force of winds blowing across her 
chosen route and in part head on. In 
consequence, Bermuda was left to the 
south. ZR-3 was pointing for New- 
foundland at 11 A.M., New York time, 
yesterday at a speed of seventy-five 
‘** nautical miles’? an hour. She had 
been blown out of her course. At one 
timie during the previous night her 
peed had been reduced to twenty-five 
miles an hour. 

But with improving weather she be- 
gan to move faster than a Century 
Limited express. There seems to be no 
doubt that ZR-3 will beat the time of 
R-34 to America, but no calculation of 
the difference could be safely made. 
The route of ZR-3 will be longer, per- 
haps by_as much‘as a thousand niiles. 

On her more northerly; passage R-34 
encountered a good deal of thick 
weather. Thus at 7 P. M. on the sec- 
ond day the log recorded: ** The 
** clouds have risen to our height and 
“we are now driving away through 
-** them, with no signs of the sky above 
‘* or the sea benéath.”" At 9 P. M./ 
the night was ‘‘ very dark:'’ An ice- 
berg was sighted the next morning 
early in July—so far north was R-34 
sailing along at moderate speed. The 
next morning she passed ‘‘ over a 
large ice field.” Thick fog obscured 
‘the Newfoundland coast, but it cleared 
as the airship proceéded inland, only 
to envelop her once more. .As the 
northern point of Cape Breton was 
reached R-34 was making only thirty 
miles an hour. The following morn- 
ing with 500 miles to go ‘‘ the petrol,

Small professional armies 
battling over a restricted area make 
little dent among a population of three 
hundred and fifty millions. Govern- 
ment by embezzlement and loot has 
too sadly been in consonance with the 
Chinese tradition. The trade of the 


‘country has somehow adapted itself to 


the inevitable delays and blackmail of 
chronic civil warfare. But to say that 
the great masses in China have not 
been greatly moved is to state the main 
reason for China’s backward condition. 
It is too easy a solution to explain 
China’s troubles as due to the mach- 
inations of harpy, foreign Powers. ‘To 
the extent that foreign influence has 
been working for ill in the country, 
the opportunity therefor has been pro- 
vided by Chinese indifference to the 
national interest as a whole. No 
amount of clamor ‘about China’s rights 
as a-nation among natiéns will avail 
so long as the Chinese people do not 
attain the first condition of nation- 
hood, which is internal unity. 

The obvious first result of the break- 
down of the anti-Peking resistance 
around Shanghai should be to strength- 
en Wo’s position at the Great Wall,

of Shanhaikwan against CHANG’s in- 
vading forces. Wu is presumably at

A UNIQUE AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

In the two volumes of ‘“ Mark 
Twain’s Autobiography” which the 
Harpers are bringing out we have a 
work out of the ordinary in many 
senses. The scheme of the writing is 
such as it never entered the head of 
another man to conceive. It is with- 
out order, chronological or other; 
shows very little feeling for division or 
proportion of subjects; is absolutely 
hit.or miss in method and effect; yet 
it makes for the most part entertain- 
ing reading. Manx Twatn, apparently 
of his own. volition, wrote various 
scraps of reminiscence. He did this at 
long intervals of time, and seemed to 
fall out of the whim of going on with 
the task of an autobiography at all. 
But some of his friends and literary 
advisers pitched upon the idea of pin- 
ning: him down during his cus 
mornings in bed or. while walking, 
about his room, and inducing. him to 
dictate whatever came into his mind 
out of an interesting past.. The whole 
product is thus uncoordinated: and 
sprawling; but goes. extremely - well 
with the haphazard and discursive 
mood which so often became predomi- 
nant In Mark Twain dyring his later 
years. aos i 

An amusing aspect of this lack of’ 
plan in his autoBiography is that 
Mark Twain came to delight sa it and 
to praise it as a wonderful it 
vention. At first“he was \ sé ‘to. 
attempting. anything of the sort, and

*‘Wherever ‘there ‘is any defect in the 
stock it is doubled by matings of this 
kind,’* he said, ‘‘and eventually the de- 
fect is so aggravated that the stock is 
destroyed When there is no defect, 
however,, @ flawless ‘face is perpetuated.

Dr. Little said: that .the immediately 
practical effect. of the ultra-violet ex- 
periments: on chickens was the discov- 
ery that. the growth of young chicks 
‘could be aeceleee so greatly by the 
ultra-violet Mahe 

“It méans that. chicken raisers could 
produce broilers ‘some weeks ahead of 
the usual time by treating them with 
ultra-violet light... As broilers - bring 
fancy prices, zhis method could be used 
at a profit in spite of the cost of pro- 
ducing the light. I doubt whether. it 
could be profitably: used to promote the 
eee of chickens beyond the broiler 
stage.”’ 


Dr. Bovie Sums Up the. Results. 


Dr. Bovie summed -up the results of 
his experiments. with ultra-violet rays 
on chicks as follows:. 

“These experiments are preliminary in 
Nature. The results have been released 
for publication in order:to acquaint the 
farmers. with the importance of outdoor 
sunlight, or. ultra-violet light, in’ the 
pion arges 3 ot..chicks and in order to. sug- 
gest that aa particular kind of light 
™may be of importance in the normal 
growth and development of other kinds 
of“ farm animals. “In “passing it is in- 
teresting to note “that ultra-violet light 
is‘ also important. in the normal growth 
of plants: as well as animals. 

“The failure in the ,growth- of- chicks 
receiving an insufficient amount of 
ultra-violet light, as reported-in these 
development of bone tissues. *The same 
of bones has been observed in cattle in 
certain .districts in Africa where -there 
was a lack of, the calcium and. phos- 
phorous salts in the soil. In this case 
the disease was cured either by feeding 
the animals on n bone or by fer- 
tilizing land wit calcium, and rock 
phosphate. 

"These ‘experimental results differ 
from those from: South Africa ig that 
these chicks were P 
of- calcium and phosphorus ~- in 
feod, so‘that an analysis of their blood 
would undoubtedly show ‘no deficiency 
in the amount of: bone-forming salts. 
For some unknown reason, without, the 
exposure to ultra-violet ight these salts. 
although present. in the blood, do not 
deposit in the bone. In this respect 
there is a similarity between plants and 
animals, for it-is a\ well-known fact 
that in plants there may be a great 
abundance of sugar in=the sap, but_this 
sugar is not deposited to -form -woody 
tissue without exposure to light. 4 

‘We take advantage of this fact when 
we bleach celery. The celery. contains 
an abundance of sugar and tastes sweet, 
but the mechanical supporting tissue 
fails to develop. The celery is\tender | 
and succulent. -The other. physiological 
thera ay are. influenced by the presence 
of light, as evidenced by the fact that 
bleached Gelery does not contain.as large 
an amount of the essential oil to which , 
the flavor of celery seed is due as does 
the unbleached celery. Celery. growing 
in the light has a. strong, rank taste. 
We believe that further investigation 
will reveal many other ‘physiological 
rocesses. “which. are controlled or. are 

fluenced by.light. 


“Experiment on Egg Preduction. 


- ‘We have not.determined the amount 
of ultra-violet light which is essehtial to 
the/normal development of chickens, nor 
‘have we determined what effect:an ex- 
cess. of ultra-violet Hight would have on 
the' growth or development of the ‘chicks. 
“Chicken breeders who have ah. oppor- 
tunity to repeat these experiments could 

contribute a great deal td the art:of the

Board of Estimate and Mayor Hylan 
Were discriminating against the 
Mayor’s home borough of Brovllyn in 
public library appropriations and seiz- 
ing without warrant thousands of dol- 
lars ‘of income from the library’s endvy- 
ment to‘pay city brary obligations.

An. effort>to deter State, Federal and 
New York Cotton. Exchange officials 
from ‘théir campaign. to drive cotton 
bucketshops out of business has been 
made through’a systematic campaign of 
anonymous letters directed to Edward 
E, Bartlett Jr... President of the Ex- 
change, and Louis Brooks, Chairman of 
the Businéss Conduct Committee of the 
Exchange. Letters threatening death, 
within an. allotted space of time, unless 
the “Exchange desist in its campaign 
against unscrupulous brokers have been 
received through the mails by.both of- 
ficials, 

The officials of the Exchange “do not; 
take the -letters. very: seriously, believ- 
ing them. to be from one of the brokers 
of this sort who has been put. out of 
business and who probably has become 
mentally unbalanced. Mr. Bartlett is 
ill at his-home with neuritis and the 
centre of attack appears to have been 
Mr. Brook&. Despite his protests that 
he was not \afraid of ‘‘cranks,’’ detec- 
tives have been ‘assigned to protect Mr. 
Brooks. : 

About ten days ago the first letter 
was received by Mr. Brooks threaten- 
ing that ‘‘You have seven’ days more to 
live.’” A communicatfon arrived each day.
